were 111 people killed in Missouri 
traffic for the most deadly month 
in I960. The tragic start this year 
indicates th« holiday month death 
toll m ay shatter last year’s record. 
The Missouri traffic toll during 
the first ffve days of this month 
was an increase of ten fatalities 
over the same period in I960. The 
State Patrol reports that most of 
the increase occurred on 
rural 
highways. 
In I960 there were 13 people kill­ 
ed in rural area traffic crashes 
by December 6, while this year 
the number soared to 22 fatalities. 
On streets of cities 
with 
more 
than 10,000 population, three peo­ 
ple were killed during the period 
last year and four fatalities were 
recorded this year. 
The State Highway Patrol Sup­ 
erintendent, Col, Hugh H. Waggon­ 
er said, “ After eleven months of 
seemingly better traffic conduct 
that lowered the 1961 toll to over 
100 deaths below the 1960 record,

comes as a tragic shock. 
Patrol reports show that all m an­ 
ner of accidents and all kinds of 
vehicles contributed to the five day 
splurge of deaths in Missouri this 
December. Passenger automobiles, 
trucks and a motorcycle ivere in 
fatal accidents during the period 
and accidents ranging from hill* 
crest head-on crashes and automo­ 
biles plunging off roadways out of 
control to rear-end collisions caus­ 
ed the death toll.

ENROUTE THROUGH SOUTH 
AMERICA — President Kennedy’s 
quick trip through Venezuela and 
Colombia may mark a historic 
turning point in Pan American re­ 
lations. If so, it will be just in 
time. 
To understand the full contrast 
of what Kennedy did, you had to 
be with him under a huge ceiba 
tree at Lamorita in Central Vene­ 
zuela where he inaugurated a new 
agrarian settlement. In front of 
the American President was a 
crowd of gnarled and weather­ 
beaten farmers just in from the 
fields, their battered trucks lined 
up neatly in the rear. From the 
left came the pungent odor or 
cow manure where yearling heif­ 
ers and a barnyard of ducks were 
supposed to be on display but 
protested nervously as the 21-gun 
salute roared to greet the Ameri­ 
can President.

President,

lored, educated at Harvard, and 
son of a man who once helped 
finance Senator McCarthy, stood 
beside the President of Venezuela

An Excellent Project 
For The Bootheel 


Yesterday’s announcement of the 
proposal to secure a cotton mill 
for Southeast Missouri may be the 
forerunner of an important mile 
stone in the history of agriculture 
in the Bootheel. 
As revealed for the first time in 
yesterday’s Daily Democrat, the 
new Missouri Division of Commer­ 
ce and Industrial Development is 
considering a project to secure a 
cotton mill in .Southeast Missouri. 
Die plan was first conceived by 
Lester E. Cox of Springfield, the 
dynamic chairman of the new state 
commission. Cox has already made 
a preliminary study of the project 
and it 
is expected the Southwest 
Missourian will place the possible 
Bootheel cotton mill at the top of 
the division’s project priority list. 
The possibilities for such a mill 


are rather exicting for the state’s 
No. 1 cash crop and its produc­ 
ers. For one thing, a cotton mill 
located right here in Southeast Mis 
souri would tend to increase the 
prices the producer receives for 
his crop, since transportation costs 
to a Carolina mill would not be 
deducted 
from 
his 
check. 
This 
would permit the cotton producer 
to receive a higher net income for 
his crop during a time when high­ 
er costs are reducing his profits, 
j 
A cotton mill would also be a 
major industry for Southeast Mis 
souri, requiring an initial invest­ 
ment of between $10 and $15 m il­ 
lion. Such a m ill would serve as 
a major employer for the Bootheel 
area. 
Then, too, the project would ma 
terially assist in the industrial de­ 
velopment of Bootheel communi­ 
ties, since finishing plants could be

1961 LEGISLATIVE ACTIONS 
REFLECT ADVANCEMENT 


The Right to Work cause has been substantially advanced 
nationally as a result of 1961 legislative battles or skirmish­ 
es in 15 states and the expanding Right to Work national 
education program. Nebraska, reflecting the nation-wide 
determination to abolish compulsion, passed a Right to Work 
law powerful with protection against not only the “closed 
shop” and “union shop’* but the “agency shop” gimmick of 
the compulsory unionists. G reat strides were made in Okla­ 
homa where it was demonstrated that the majority of both 
houses in the legislature, hobbled by labor committees con­ 
trolled bv union officials, were ready to approve a referen­ 
dum on Right to Work. 
In New England, where Right to Work forays were made 
in several legislatures, strength of the movement has ex­ 
panded widely and future, well-backed efforts are assured. 
Right to Work repeal measures in a dozen states were smoth­ 
ered. including the two states, Utah and Indiana, which 
the big union organizations had publicly announced as “Re­ 
peal Targets for ’61.” 
The spreading grass roots sentiment is being reflected in 
Washington. The “word” on Capitol Hill now is that the 
Administration and the big union forces have decided not 
to move in this 1961 session of Congress for repeal of Sec­ 
tion 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act, which specifically rec­ 
ognizes the right of states to enact and enforce Right to 
Work laws. The National Committee’s leadership feels that on 
balance, the Right to Work scoresheet for 1961, while not 
entirely satisfying, reflects steady, healthy advances for 
the movement.

On streets of cities with more 
than 10,000 population, three peo­ 
ple were killed during the period 
last year and four fatalities were 
recorded this year. 
The State Highway Patrol Sup­ 
erintendent, Col. Hugh H. Waggon­ 
er said. “After eleven months of 
seemingly better traffic conduct 
that lowered the 1961 toll to over 
IOO deaths below the 1960 record, 
this 
sudden 
rash 
of 
fatalities 
comes as a tragic shock. 
Patrol reports show that all man­ 
ner of accidents and all kinds of 
vehicles contributed to the five day 
splurge of deaths in Missouri this 
December. Passenger automobiles, 
trucks and a motorcycle were in 
fatal accidents during the period, 
and accidents ranging from Hill­ 
crest head-on crashes and automo­ 
biles plunging off roadways out of 
control to rear-end collisions caus­ 
ed the death toll.

(BAL HARBOUR, Fla. — Almost 
unnoticed because it came late 
in the tense closing hours of a 
perpetual motion national labor 
convention the AFL-CIO leaders 
quietly wrote into their constitu­ 
tion a permanent central special 
committee to ‘organize the un­ 
organized” by the millions across 
the lands. 
Among those who will take this 
organizing drive most seriously 
are the organizers themselves the 
staff men employed by the na­ 
tional AFL-CIO headquarters and 
by the big national unions them­ 
selves. These staffmen now plan 
to launch a union of union organ­ 
izers. They have called their first 
national convention for February 
3 in New York City. 
Their 
employers 
the 
national 
union chiefs whose name* are by­ 
words and headlines almost daily 
aren’t enthusiastic over this drive 
by their own aides to set up an 
international union of their own. 
But it appears inevitable The po­ 
tential is some 50,000 union staff­ 
men—organizers, labor education 
directors, 
research 
people 
and 
even editors of union newspapers 
At the moment there is only a 
tenth, or about 1,000 such middle- 
cehelon union staffmen unionized. 
They are in seven unions wi'hin 
unions. One or two were able to 
set up their union of union em­ 
ployes easily. Others met opposi­ 
tion as tough as they themselves 
find on the outside among private 
profit employers. 
Hie oldest I* the Field Repre­ 
sentatives Federation made up of 
organizers employed by the cen­ 
tral AFL-CIO national headquar­ 
ters in Washington, DC. Their 
president is John Collins. It has 
now negotiated several contracts 
with the AFL-CIO itself. Negotia­ 
tions for the central AFL-CIO are 
handled tor th* “employer” by 
AFL-CIO secretary-treasurer Wil 
Ham Schnitzler. 
Then there is the Committee 
f o r 
National 
Representatives, 
made up of staff members of the 
American Federation of Teachers.

They would first bargain over 
wages and seniority and working 
conditions.

have run as low at $65 to $75-a- 
week before taxes and 15-a-week 
expenses. The men want more 
and don’t want to be told they 
are working for a cause in a non­ 
profit organization. 
There are some organizers who 
get as high as $10,000 to $12,000 
yearly. These men work for the 
Steel Union and tile International 
Assn. of Machinists, headed by 
Al J. Hayes. But in many in­ 
stances there are other consider­ 
ations—internal political shifts in 
power, tor example. Not infre­ 
quently there are staff changes 
when a president retires, or is de­

They also want somc say in 
working locations. Not infrequent­ 
ly, organizers who have worked

miles. This is a grievance and. 
like the men they unionize in pri­ 
vate factories, they want griev­ 
ance machinery of their own. 
National labor leaders to whom 
I’ve spoken at their biennial con­ 
vention here don’t believe there 
really is a place in their own un­ 
ions for unions of organizers. The

To understand the full contrast 
of what Kennedy did, you had to 
be with him under a huge ceiba 
tree at Lamonta in Central Vene­ 
zuela where he Inaugurated a new 
agrarian settlement. In front of 
the American President was a 
crowd of gnarled and weather­ 
beaten farmers just in from the 
fields, their tattered trucks lined 
up neatly in the rear. From the 
left came the pungent odor of 
cow manure where yearling heif­ 
ers and a barnyard of ducks were 
supposed to be on display but 
protested nervously as the 21-gun 
salute roared to greet the Ameri­ 
can President 
That President, perfectly tai­ 
lored, educated at Harvard, and 
son of a man who once helped 
finance Senator McCarthy, stood 
beside the President of Venezuela 
who was once a member of the 
Communist 
party 
and 
whose 
hands still show the mark* of that 
awful bomb explosion In which 
Dominican dictator Trujillo tried 
to kill Betancourt. Together they 
talked about agrarian reform and 
laud settlement. 
The contrast was not merely in 
the clothes, manner and back­ 
ground of the two Presidents, but 
in history. 
It was only two years ago—up 
until the latter part of the Eisen­ 
hower administration — that the 
United States flatly barred loan' 
to Latin countries which nation­ 
alized their minerals, their petro­ 
leum or their lands. 
In contrast the young President 
of the same United States which

tion said; 
“Here in Venezuela you are ca.

This pro­ 
gram is at the heart of our Al­ 
liance for Progress , For no real 
progress is possible without basic 
social reforms—land reform.” 
He then handed out land cer­ 
tificates to the farmers and their 
families. 
Betancourt's Stability 
All this was done standing be­ 
side a President whom the Eisen­ 
hower administration had barred 
from political exile in the United 
States — a man nonetheless who 
has brought genuine democracy 
and considerable stability to Ven­ 
ezuela. 
There was a further 
<x>ntrast 
when Jacqueline Kennedy, exqui­ 
sitely dressed in a Paris-fashioned 
suit and speaking rn perfect Span­ 
ish, told the weatherbeaten farm­ 
ers: “I know how deeply my hus­ 
band feels when he has told you 
it’s right for every man to feed 
his family and to make a living.'' 
President 
Kennedy 
makes 
a 
great impression on these good­ 
will trips and he should make 
more of them. If this one helps 
turn tile tide in Latin America it 
will be just in time, for most of 
South America is drifting danger­ 
ously toward their own homemade 
brand of communism.
